“ very meeting of Men together, and their accom- 
panying one another to the Houle of God, 
fhou’d make the Bund of their Love infoluble, 
© and rye them in a League of inviolable Amity, 
“ bow much more may we judge it réatonable to 
“ hope, that the like Effects nay grow in each of 
the People rowards other, in them all towards 
their Paftor, and in their Paftor towards every 
of them, berween whom there daily and 
changeably pafs in the hearing ot God himteif, 
& in the Prefence of his Angels, fo many Heaven’y
